It is much more in the 
valaa ef the producUof the Ohio Valley aa they 
woold ba with aooatiBMSs alaa-foot atagafrom 
Pittsburgh toCairo. With fhatsfajjeof naviga- 
tion the total value of the prodocts of the valley of 
the Ohio wovld eloaely approxioata. if they would 
not exceed, the present combined valaes of the 
produrtd of the valleys of the Ohio and th« Mis- 
sissippi, their atiluent valleys not being talcen 
into eoBsidaratioB. Aa waa teatilled br Mr. 
Charles A. Pill.nbury of Minneapolis before a 
committee of the Senate: "We coni<ider the 
pretence of the lliaaissippi River, and the fact 
that it ia kept in navigable ooadition, the great 
regulator of railway rates; and that the bene- 
fits sboold not be meaaured by the tonnage as 
by the pottibility of aending tha freight by water." 

THE CRtrX OP THE UATTER. 

Commenting on that answer, Mr. Humphrey.s 
thua aptly says: "That ia the crux of the 
whole natter. It ia tha capacity of the itream 
to bear tonnage, and not the actual tonnage 
borne, which it a correct test of it..< ui^f fuin^p.^ " 
The tettimonyof Mr. Pillabury, poMit.ly th.. 
largest mannfaetarer of floor in the whole 
world, is sufficiently intere.stini; to \varr:int an- 
other extract from it, and it ia one that will 
appeal directly to every mannfaetarer, miner, 
farmer and shipper in the entire Ohio Valley- 
and it is brief and to the point. Senator Nelson 
aeked two questions, as follows: 

RAILWAYS CANNOT COMPETE. 

Senator Naltoo: "And the Mississippi riv. r 
being there, ke«ps the ratat down?" 

Ur. Pillabnry: "The fact of the Mistiasippi 
liiver being there praveaU them from making 
any combination to meintain exce.s.sivo rate.*. 
The necessity ianotao much the amoant carried 
by the atetmem at the amount that can be 
carried ' 

.•Senator Nelson: "Approximately, what is the 
relative cost of transporting freight from your 
city by rail and by rivarr 

Mr. Pillsbary : "During the teaaoa of open 
navigation, the railways cannot compete, 
when you take the Great Lakes into account . 
if you meaa that If you mean all water com- 
muniratioas, thay ahaolotely can't oompete-- 
don't." 

The letton of rate regulation and of competi 
tion ia completely pat by Mr. Pilltbufy. The 

railway..* cannot and do not compete with water- 
ways which, as Mr. Pillsbary aaid of the Mis- 
:<issippi, are "kept in a navigable oondition."^ 

TWO TIII.Nil.; AKH i KKTAIN. 

When the Kivers and Harbors .\ppropriation 
Bill was before the Bouse at its last seisiuo, Mr. 
iiumphreyt, in tha coorae of hia remarka, taid : 
"One thing \* certaiD, and we can agree in 
that — if we are to meet the products of foreign 
tielJs, uf foreign forges and of foreign mines 
i 1 the open marketa of the world, and tell our 
products in fair 0 impetition with them, we must 
not and we cannot go into the tight hampered 
and handicapped by unjust, unreasonable orex- 
turtionate freight charges." 

The other certainty is that with the Ohio river 
improved to a nine-foot stage the year round,
